TORREON STILL STANDS. 


Gen. Carranza Says He Is Still Hoping for Its Early 
Capture, but Position of Troops Has Not Changed in 
Twenty-four Hours and Wild-Eyed Reports Are Be- 


ing Sent Out. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


AUREZ (Mex.) March 31.—At 8 
J o'clock tonight Gen. Carranza 
Stated positively that while there 
was every reason to hope for the early 
capture of Torreon, the town had not 
yet fallen, and that the position of 


the troops has not materially changed | 


in the last twenty-four hours. 

This information was given out 
through Roberto V. Pesquiera, con- 
fidential agent of the Constitutional- 
ists, and Alfredo Breceda, secretary 
to Carranza. They also traced to its 
origin the report this afternoon that 
the city had fallen. 

The town burst into fame when a 
rebel official exhibited to two Amert- 
ean a telegram sent yesterday by 
Theodore Hamm, American Consu! 
at Durango, to Secretary of State 
Bryan. It said he had been informed 
that Torreon had fallen.

REPORT OF TORRBEON’S FALL I5 
CALLED A FAKE.

Rebels at Juarez Unable to Trace 
Source of Message and Intimate 


JUAREZ (Mex.) March 31.—That 
Theodore C. Hamm, American Consul 
at Durango, had been victimized by 
news fakere or that his name had 
been forged to a message addressed to 
Secretary Bryan, officially aganouncing 
the fall of Torreon, is the only ex- 
planation advanced by high Consti- 
tutionalist officials tonight after «4 
rigid investigation and an exchange 
of telegrams had failed to unearth 
evidence that Villa was in possession 
of the city. 

‘A later dispatch apparently con- 
firming the alleged report of Consul 
Hamm and which was purported to 
have been signed by Marion Letcher, 
American Conrul at Chihuahua, is 
now believed by Constitutionalist se- 
cret service agents to have been used 
without authority in a bold attempt 
to create a newspaper sensation. 

All attempts to learn how copies of 
these messages were obtained from 
the rebel telegraph office in this city 
have proved fruitiess up to a iate 
hour tonight, although Felix Sommer- 
felt, chief of the secret service, as- 
serts that the mystery would be 
cleared within a few hours 
The wide publicity given to the 
mesm ges supposed to have been signed 
by the two American Consuls created 
the wildest excitement both in Juarez 
and El Paso. Federal sympathizers 
whose fortunes were hanging in the 
balance ran through the streets, 
shouting agonized appeals to their pa- 
tron saints, while hundreds of sor- 
rowful refugees lined the river bank 
on the American side, awaiting the 
official confirmation that Torreon had 
surrendered. 

An immense crowd of rebel sympa- 
thizers, anxious for an official con- 
firmation, stood in front of Gen. Car- 
ranza’s residence for nearly an hour, 
when Private Secretary Eepinosa 
Mireles appeared on the balcony and 
told the people that Consul Letcher, 
in a dispatch to the Washington offi- 
clals, had fully corroborated the 
earlier report of Consul Hamm.

Later a call was made at the home 
of Mrs. “Pancho” Villa where the wife 
of the general deciared that she had 
received no message from her hus- 
band since yesterday. 

“If Torreon had been taken as re- 
ported in the newspapers,” she said, 
“I am eure that my husband would 
have sent me word even before he 
informed the officiale at Juarez. iI 
hope the report is true, but if so I 
can give no explanation as to why 
I have not been told about it,” she 
said 


The best explanation of the mystery 
was made by Secretary of the In- 
terior Zubiran, who frankly stated 
that newspaper competition seeming- 
ly was responsible for the fakes sent 
out in the last two weeks. 

“As a matter of fact ecores of tele- 
grame dated at the front and many 
of which were supposed to have been 
signed by Gen. Villa himeelf, have 
been published since the fight at Tor- 
reon commenced. As I stated in an 
interview yestetday there have been 
no such messages sent over our lines. 
Where the messager originated I don't 
know but I do know that the columns 
of gush did not originate with Gen. 
Villa and were not handied by us. It 
is true that a few short bulletins re- 
porting progress were allowed to 
come through, but nothing more 
than thie. I suspect that the mes- 
sages announcing the fall of Torreon 
perhaps may have been filed at 
Chihuahua and were intended as a 
basis for another sensational report, 
or else the consuls were misinformed 
by some one who shrewdly guessed 
that they would pass the report on to 
Washington.” 

At o'clock tonight Chief Som- 
merfelt sald that whether the mes- 
sages were forged or not, the person 
who “teaked” would be prosecuted 
and perhaps shot as soon as his iden- 
tity became known.

FEDERAL RULE 
HIS PANACEA. 


Sir Edward Grey Suggests It 
for British Isles. 


Offers It as Solution for 
Home-Rule Problems. 


Morley Abandons Resignation 
from the Cabinet. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, March 31.—-Establish- 
ment of a Federal system of govern- 
ment for the British Isles was sug- 
gested to the House of Commons to- 
day by Sir Edward Grey as a sdélu- 
tion of the home-rule difficulty. The 
suggestion was received with great at- 
tention by the House, which was en- 
gaged in debate on the second read- 
ing of the home-rule bill. 

“I believe,” Sir Edward said, “that 
if our present difficulty is not solved 
by the introduction of a Federal sys- 
tem, the country will go under 
through the sheer inability of Parlia- 
ment to transact its business.” , 

Sir Edward Grey put forward a hint 
that the government was ready to go 
to the country for a general election 
if Parliament would enact its bills 
abolishing the system of plural voting, 
giving home rule to Ireland and dis- 
establishing the Welsh church. 

“If an election could be assured,” 
he said, “on the terms of securing the 
abolition of plural voting and of plac- 
ing home rule and the Welsh dises- 
tablishment on the statute books, the 
method would be worthy of consid- 
eration.” 

ASQUITH’'S ABSENCE. 

After a week of sensational devel- 
opments m connection with the Ulster 
situation, the House of Commons 
started the debate on the second read- 
ing of the home rule for Ireland 
bill. It is expected the measure will 
occupy the House for at least three 
days. The absence of Mr. Asquith, 
who was in charge of the bill, was 
bitterly complained of by the Union- 
ists. 


It is reported from Dublin that 
Premier Asquith is to be opposed in 
the bye-election for East Fife by 
James Larkin, who, as head of the 
Transport Workers’ Union. was leader 
of the strike in Dublin last autumn 
In connection with the strike, Mr. 
Larkin was sentenced to seven months’ 
imprisonment in October for inciting 
to riot, but wae later released. 

MORLEY STICKS. 

Viscount Morley of Blackburn, 
Lord President of the Council, aban- 
dGoned today his intention of resign- 
ing from the Cabinet, intimated in 
the House of Lords yesterday. 

The Cabinet met and the strongest 
pressure was brought to bear on Lord 
Morley not to add to the difficulties 
of his colleagues by civing up his of- 
fice. When the House of Lords met 
later in the day, Loru Morley an- 
nounced to the members t: ‘t he had 
not quit the Cabinet. 

Viscount Morley sald: 

“If Col. Seely’s firet resignation had 
been accepted by Premier Asquith, 
mine would have followed, as I had 
been a party to hie irregularity in 
adding the two amended paragraphs 
to the Cabinet document.” 

Morley contended that Seely’s sec- 
ond resignation was independent of 
what had occurred between himeelf 
and the Secretary for War was for the 
purpose of disposing of all appear- 
ance of a bargain with the military 
officers. 

The Lord President of the Counct! 
reiterated his belief that the spirit of 
the two paragraphs added to the 
memorandum sent to  Brig.-Gen. 
Gough was not at all alien to the 
view of the government. 

The vital fact so far as his action 
was concerned, he sald, was that when 
he saw the paragraphs he had not 
seen Gen. Gough's letter, so he was 
quite unaware that there had been 
any attempt to dictate terms or that 
the letter was in reply to Gen. 
Gough's request for assurances. 

SIR EDWARD'S SPEECH. 

In the House of Commons, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the Foreign Secretary, 

oke on behalf of the government. 

e sald that the ministers were not 
prepared to make any concession be- 
yond the six years exclusion of the 
Ulster counties from the operation of 
the bill offered by brremier Asquith. 

“The country.” he said, “must set- 
tle the question at the end of that 
time. Meanwhile the question of the 
coercion of Ulster cannot arise until 
after a general election, but if there 
are sporadic outbursts in that prov- 
ince, force must be used and if an 
attempt is made to set up a pro- 
visional government and defy the im- 
perial Parliament, the army must be 
used. 

“If there had been a general elec- 
tion last week, it would have been on 
a much @reater issue than home rule. 

“If the army had taken active sides 
in politics, the country would have 
faced a graver problem that it had 
faced in three centuries. 

“If there te any question raised 
of government by Parliament with- 


out interference, I myself take a 
stand as firm as that of any labor 
member.” 


Sir Edward suggested the resump- 
tion of conferencas between party 
leaders in order to see whether a set- 
tlermnent could not be reached on the 
basis of establishing a Federal system 
for the whole country before the 
end of the six.years named by the 
government in its offer to Ulster. 

THE DAY'S EFFECTS. 


The Unionists are alarmed at the 
specter which the Carsonite methods 
have raised of an e¢lection fought on 
a platform cry of “The Parliament 
va. the Army.” Even the moderate 
Liberals are anxious to avoid a strug- 
gle, which it is foreseen would let 
loose a fiood of passion exceeding 
even that which attended the agita- 
tion to abolish the veto power of the 
House of Lorda. 

Hence the proposal of Sir Edward 
Grey, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, to the House of Commons to- 
day for a Federal system of govern- 
ment for the British Isles, as a solu- 
tion of the difficulty, which he put 
forward in a most conciliatory speech, 
has been received on both sides of 
the House with great sympathy and 
it is expected will lead to a renewal 
of negotiations between the two front 
benches for the arrangement of an 
acceptable compromise. 

The large body of opinion, both tn- 
side and outside Parliament, supports 
a settlement on the Federal baste and 
a meeting of about fifty members of 
the House, representing both parties, 
was. held today to discuss such a srt- 
tlement.

WHAT ARE VOLCANOES? 


The Scientific Theory of a Solid 
Farth Involves a Restatement of 
the Principles of Seismology. 
[Philadelphia Inquirer:] Japan's 
latest horror calls attention to recent 
studies as to the origin and nature 
of volcanoes. It cannot be said that 
much which is definite has been 
learned since the San Francisco dis- 
aster, but new theorles which work 
fairly well with observed phenomena 
have been promulgated. According 
to the latest theories the nebular 
hypothesis of Laplace has been set 
aside. Solar systems arise from the 
contact or near contact of two suns, 
the planets and their satellites being 
built up out of the old material. It 
is now claimed that the earth is 
neither a molten mass nor compressed 


weight of steel built up during a 
cataclysm ut«nown millions of years 
ago, that the sun is a composite of 
two colliding suns, that the moon was 
never a portion of the earth, but was 
captured by the latter, and that the 
great. spaces occupled by our seas are 
not the result of material sloughed 
off nor of mere crackling of the 
earth's surface, but the result of hard 
lumps from other celestial bodies. 

If these theories are correct it in- 

volves a restatement of the principles 
of selsamology. It is held that the 
molten lava in no case exists far be- 
low the surface of the earth. that 
these interior lakes are a result of 
the original cataclysm and are rela- 
tively emall in content. 
It is true that a large portion of 
the earth's surface is affected by vol- 
ecanic action and surface shifts. but 
it ie held that the results would be 
much more serious if the whole in- 
terior of the earth were molten. 

Japan is notably the greatest scene 
of voleanic activity in the world. 
Earth tremblings are almost constant 
and disasters have been many from 
eruptions and tidal waves, but we are 
assured there would be now no Japan 
at all were it not that the underlying 
lakes of lava were comparatively 
shallow. Things are never so bad 
but what they might be worse.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Re- 
publican Leader Mann told the House 
three questions were involved in a 
repeal of the Panama tolls exemp- 
tion: Treaty rights, moral rights 
apart from treaty construction, and 
the economic policy involved. 

The economic question might be 
changed at any time, he said, but a 
decision on treaty rights must be a 
lasting one. He maintained that no 
construction of the May-Pauncefote 
treaty compelled the Unitcd States 
to charge the same tolls on its own 
vessels or those of Panama as were 
levied on those of other nations. 

“A reading’ of the rules to be ob- 
semved by nations to receive equal 
treatment,” he said, “plainly discloses 
that they are not applicable to the 
United States or Panama. 

“England's attempt to secure her 
construction of the treaty at this 
time is not for its present effect. It 
is for the long distant future. If we 
construe the treaty action to the 
English claims, it is sure to rise and 
embarrass us whenever we have war 
with other countries. War is not de- 
sirable. but it is inevitable. We can- 
not always maintain peace. If we 
agree now to the English construction, 
‘tt t# certain that tn the future when 
we have a war with Japan, or China, 
or some other country, questions will 
arise in reference to their use and 
our use of the canal, especially as to 
war vesmela, and tn that time of stress 
we will be met with the contention by 
England, the present ally of Japan, 
or by some other country, that we 
heve already construed that treaty tn 
such a way that we cannot protect the 
canal without bringing a protest from 
England or other countries which wil!

POINTS OUT NEED 
OF HIGHER RATE. 


Baltimore and Ohio President 
Speaks for Advance. 


Fair Returns Impossible at 
Present, He Declares, 


Commerce Commission to End 
Hearing Tomorrow. 


(BY A P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—To fa- 


j cilitate consideration of the advance 


rate case, Chairman Harlan an- 
nounced today that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had decided to 
grant the request of the railroads to 
hear their concluding testimony today 
and Thursday. 

Counsel for the railroads submitted 
figures showing the results of opera- 
tions for the seven months ended Jan- 
wary 31, 1914. Individually, the 
Pennsylvania, the Baltimore and 
Ohio, New York Central and the Erie 
systems showed decreases in operat- 
ing income, ranging from 15.9 per 
cent. for the Pennsylvahia to $7.8 per 
cent. for the New York Central. 

President Willard of the Baltimore 
and Ohio testified that since he be- 


came president of the system in 1916, 
$76,000,000 had been expended *o 
provide increased facilities. Now, 
however, the road has cut off all im- 
provement work except one piece, the 
Magnolia cut-off, to cost $6,000,000. 

At the conclusion of his testimony. 
President Willard gave his views of 
the existing situation. 

WILLARD’S VIEWS. 

“T should say a crisis was approach- 
ing.” sald he, “when the net earn- 
ings from railroad operations were so 
small that a company was unable to 
continue to maintain fair returgs on 
the property, thus jéopardizi the fu- 
ture of railroad securities. ose who 
hold our securities certainly would 
consider that as a crisis. It also would 
be a crisis for workingmen if they 
should be deprived of their positions 
not because of a lack of need for their 
services, but because of inability of 
employers to pay wages. As I con- 
ceive it, all these conditions of crisis 
or, of approaching crisis, are at hand 
im’ full measure today. Three or four 
years ago we based our application 
for increased rates on what we con- 
sidered to be a tendency. Today it is 
not a question of tendency, but a ques- 
tion of fact.”

Reply to Worsley’s Charges 
Against U. of A. 


Proposed Gila River Dam 
Affects Espee Branch. 


Tucson Soon to Have New 
Big Business Block. 
[SPRCLAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

March 30.—The 

board of regents of the State univer- 

sity has made reply to charges for- 
mulated a couple of months ago by 

State Senator A. A. Worsley of Tucson 

alleging extravagance and misman- 

agement. The data submitted has been 
gathered by President Wilde of the 
university, who is officially exonerated 
in the text of the report. The re- 
gents deny that President Wilde at- 
tempted to deceive the Legislature re- 
garding the number of students at the 
university and the University’s condi- 
tion. It was charged that the uni- 
versity had but 186 students snd 
forty-seven teachers, showing an ex- 
travagance in this regard. The re- 
port shows 249 regularly registered 
students, 103 more taking a two- 
weeks course in agriculture, and 
forty-one special students—a total of 

383, with a ratio of one instructor to 

nine students, which is not consid- 

ered excessive. For the two years, 

1913-1915, the last Legislature ap- 

propriated $348,000, with $105,300 

added for experimental! station work. 

Outside of this, from the national 

government for the game period will 

be derived an income of $160,000. It 
is not denied that the per capita cost 
of the university is high, but the 
management is trying to lower this 
by securing additional students. It 
is claimed that the faculty works as 
hard as that of any other State in- 
stitution. Certain breaches of good 
order by the student body were de- 
clared in defiance of the university

MEN ARRESTED IN RIVER BED 
REMAIN IN JAIL. 


Ball at Sum Which Is 
Greater Than Entire Capital of 
“Army"—Former Prize Fighter 
Leader of the Gang Is Torn Be- 
tween Love and Duty. 


“Young Leach Cross,” the former 
champion featherweight prize fighter 
of Savannah, Ga., alias, “Gen. Rose 
of the Army of the Idle,” and known 
by his correct name as Morris Rosen- 
welq, commander of the unemployed, 
| taced his former privates in Police 
Court yesterday after they had been 
arrested for occupying the bed of the 
river several hours after they had 
been ordered to vacate. 

They asked for time to plead, and 
their case will not De considered by 
the court again until Thursday, when 
they will enter pleas. 

“Gen.” Rosenweiq, who is torn be- 
tween his fealty to romance and his 
lovalty to the army, is advocating the 
diemissal of the 104 men 
that they may march 
Sacramento to join the 


immediate 
under arrest, 
at once to 
main army. 

However, his bride-to-be is anx- 
lous that he enter a regular pursuit 
here, denouncing the ranks of the 
army as undesirables, and he has 
not made up his mind whether or not 
to go to Sacramento.

Having 
agreed to lecture on “Some Aspects of Trav- 
el,” he delivered an address on the mental 
aspects of smelis.. “I think,” he said, “there 
are only two elementary smelis of universa! 
appeal—the smell of burning fuel and the 
emell of melting grease. I rank wood smoke 
first, sicce it calls up more intimate and 
varied memories, over a wider geographical 
range, to a larger number of individuals 
than any other agent we know. I live in a 
wood-smoke country and I know how men, 
otherwise silent, become suddenly and rur- 
prisingly eloquent under its influence. 

“Tt is probable that the future will have 
po place for these links with past delights 
and labors—that they will be forgotten like 
the labors themselves--as we have forgot- 
ten the smell of home-made soap or thé 
whistle and rap of the flails on a threshing 
floor. 

“Conceive for a moment a generation 
wholly divorced from all known smells of 
and sea-travel—a generation which 
will climb into and drop down from an ut- 
terly odorless upper alr, unprepared for the 
Gavor which is the spirit of the country it 
@escends upon. Everything that we have 
weed till now has allowed us time for a 
ttle mental adjustment of horizons—time 
and contact with the changing earth and 
waters under us. In the future there will 
be neither mental adjustment nor horizons 
as we have understood them.”

GARDEN TALK. 


BY NEETA MARQUIS. 

There is nothing loveller than a garden 
after a rain—either a wild garden in a far 
canyon full of ferns, or a tame one full of 
parsley and carrot tops. The very feeling 
of the place is quickened by the tonic of a 
crystal shower. | 

I went out into our back-yard garden early 
one morning after such a rain and it was 
as if the spirit of dawn was walking all the 
little paths with me. Water drops made 


a passementerie over every leaf of the rose 
bushes, and the reddening buds were like 
glowing jewels overlaid with silver filigree. 
The lettuce heads had collected a cupful 
of raindrops apiece. The moisture stood in 
large blobs on the crinkly pale-green sur- 
faces and had run down into the heart of 
the curved leaves in streams. I once read 
in a German story of an inn-keeper’s daugh- 
ter who was “as pretty as a bunch of let- 
tuce.” Ever since then I have had an in- 
creased appreciation of lettuce from the es- 
thetic standpoint. It has distinct charm, 
both of form and color, and it is a sort 
which is most readily associated with whole- 
some feminine peasant types. — 

Everything was deliciously clean and 
sparkling in the golden morning air. Crys- 
tal drops threaded the grass blades, and the 
young onions stood like slivers of jade set 
in silver. Even the clothesline, which is of 
wire, was strung its full length with beads, 
as if it were a rosary of moonstones. 

I suppose the patron saint of clotheslines 
is Saint Bridget, and if “labor is prayer,” as 
they say nowadays, the rosary ifs told to 
her as often and as fervently as to any in 
the calendar. 

The mulberry leaves were the only. dry 
things in the garden. Hanging pendant as 
they do, every drop had slidden off of their 
broad, wrinkled, glossy surface and left no 
more trace than on the feathers of a duck. 
Those thick, sheltering leaves are an ad- 
mirable retreat for the long, red berries 
now forming there. 

I never realized until rather recently how 
desirable the mulberry is above many other 
trees. Ours has been in thick leaf for some 
weeks now—as thick as in midsummer. It 
will hold these leaves runtil late in our 
southern winter, and they will turn a lovely 
golden color before they fall. 

The loquat tree has been thinned out this 
year—as all the fruit trees have, in fact. 
It has four hundred loquats on it now, swell- 
ing out to most commendable size, count- 
‘ing forty bunches on the tree and ten lo- 
quats to the bunch. ; 
Under the tree five varieties of flowers 
are growing up—scarilet runners, to climb 
about the trunk, china asters, gaillardias 
and cosmos. 

The bed of chile peppers has also been 
alternated with asters, gaillardia and mig- 
nonette between the vegetable rows. And 
not a bit of friction or jealousy has mani- 
fested tiself in any quarter thus far. I 
think that igs one reason the very word 
“garden” strikes so pleasantly upen the 
ear—it is synonymous with harmony. 

We have plucked four pansies off the 

plants raised from seed since last fall— 
three purple velvet ones and one of laven- 
der varied with gold. I have often won- 
dered why pansies have their name from 
the same root as the Latin for thought. 
Possibly it is because their little individual 
faces call up thoughts both happy and sad ; 
of human faces “loved and lost a while.” 
And they are children’s faces mostly, at 
that. 
\ ‘olets have more grown-up associations 
than , nsies. Because of the mature sen- 
timent attaching to them I never can buy 
violeta to wear myself. I can buy them to 
give to a friend, but if they are to be worn 
by me—and I love to wear them—they must 
come as a gift and not a barter. I find that 
many people have this same feeling toward 
them. 

By the way, one of the greatest charms 
of a garden is that it produces such de 
lightful things to give away. What joy it 
is to fill a little basket with a nest of crisp 
lettuce heads and lay a big handful of fresh, 
young onions across it to carry to the neigh- 
bor who has no such source of joy in her 
own back yard! 

By and by, when the peas are more plen- 
tiful, so that there may be more than seven 
apiece for dinner, they may go visiting, too, 
as well as the summer squash and cucum- 
bers, which have already put forth jiusty 
green leaves above the soft mounds of earth 
in which the seeds were buried. 

I can’t understand the owners of gar- 
dens of any sort who hoard their treasure 
until it spoils rather than share {ft with a 
friend. When I see great riots of pink 
roses, especially on a back fence or a shed 
roof, going to lovely ruin every day, with 
no one sharing its richness of beauty, I 
cannot but think that the owrler does not 
truly enjoy them himself, else he would call 
in the neighbors to help give expression to 
that enjoyment. 

The mere fact that one loves flowers, it 
seems to me, ought to have an expanding 
effect upon the whole nature. To be stingy 
with flowers is enough smaller and meaner 
than to be stingy with money. 

Our sweet peas are in bud now, and I can 
hardly wait for them to bloom. They form 
a thick row along the side fence, back of 
the green peas which we eat. They reach 
from the plum tree clear back to where the 
tender grape vines begin. Our transplanted 
lilac slip is not going to bloom this year, 
but it is brave in new leaves and will save 
strenath through this season against next 
spring's flowering. 

There is nothing so eastern to all our 
California garden as the lilac bush. And, 
for all we are Californians to the backbone, 
how glad we shall be when it blooms! 

It is restful and sweet to walk in our lit- 
tle garden and flirt with the audacious inock- 
ing birds, at any hour of the day, but es- 
pecially at early morning or at evening.

ANGELES, March 30.—[To 
the Editor of The Times: } I have 
read with much interest Mr. Henry 
Smith Williams's statement against 
Prohibition of the liquor traffic in 
this morning’s Times. Mr. Williams 
has truly done a great service for the 
Public in popularizing many phases of 
knowledge otherwise inaccessible to 
the public. Like President Eliot, he 
has made us all his debtors. 

And he is like President Eliot when 
you think of it. President Eliot said 
you could put all you need to know 
in five feet of books printed in ordi- 
nary type. And he agreed to make 
the selections for us which he did with 
no little success. And President 
Eliot also was against prohibition for 
some thirty-five years of his life, all 
of which time he was president of 
Harvard and influencing the opinions 
and the practices of thousands and 
thousands of youths. Then President 
Eliot came to know more about the 
workings of the liquor traffic and pub- 
licly reversed himself. He did hold 
to Mr. Williams's views but he does 
not hold to those views now. He is 
not the only man who has received 
light and abandoned the position so 
eagerly championed by Mr. Williams. 
Gov. Patterson is another case in 
point. I hope Mr. Williams may 
come to such a change of heart as 
has come to these men, only I hope 
the lightning may not strike either 
him or his as it did in the case of 
Gov. Patterson and as it has done in 
millions of cases while we have been 
arguing whether or not beer is the 
gTeat home builder and the best 
known sewer flusher. 

But what I wish to do is to place 
alongside of Mr. Williams's opinion 
really expert testimony. Mr. Wil- 
llams certainly cannot be considered 
an authority on either the condition 
of the negro or the facts about Kan- 
sas. 

Booker Washington ought to know 
something about the negro and his 
condition. He says: “Prohibition ts 
the greatest blessing to my race since 
the emancipation proclamation of 
Abraham Lincoln.” Why, even Ly- 
man Abbott another man after that 
prohibition is good for the negro 
though he thinks it is not yet ex- 
pedient for the white folks at their 
present State of civilization. 

Mr. Williams speaks of Kansas. A 
lot of us have been through Kansas 
and around about it. Now Mr. Wil- 
liams has been abroad a good deal of 
his time and has spent no little part 
of his lifetime in museums hunting up 
data and talking into dictaphones and 
it is not to be expected that he would 
know as much at first hand as such 
Practical men as Governors usually 
are. I think it is safer always to hear 
the man who knows everything that 
can be known about anyone thing 
than the man who knows something 
about everything. So I wish to place 
against Mr. Williams's opinion the 
testimony of two of the chief execu- 
tives of the State of Kansas.

INCOME TAX RETURNS GIVEN 
X-RAY EXAMINATION.

Internal Revenue Agents “On Ac- 
count” to Secrutinize Lists in Effort 
to Determine Whether Property Is 
Being Held from Imposition of 
Government Tax. 


The flag dropped on the income tax 
payers who received a few days of 
grace on account of sickness or ab- 
sence from the city, with the close of 
Collector Carter's office, last night. 

Now the internal revenue agents, 
“on account,” wili get busy and the 
income of everybody who has made 
no return, or an improper one, will be 
scrutinized. In addition, a penalty 
will be charged and collected for fail- 
ure to make a return. 

Who are these “on-account” offi- 
clals? They are nameless so far as 
any information that can be gained 
from the office of Collector Carter Is 
concerned. That is covered by a sec- 
tion of the income tax law, making 
it a cause for instant dismissal for 
any officer or attache of the govern- 
ment to give out anything regarding 
the collection of the tax to the pub- 
lic. 

But these agents “on account” 
exist, and they will begin this morn- 
ing their joyful mission of “pussy- 
footing’ with a view to ascertaining 
whether you have made the proper 
return of your income. So cleverly 
is the internal revenue machine being 
worked by the government that an in- 
vestment anywhere on earth will be 
dug out and the owner compelied to 
face it. 

it is known that the Income tax 
law has ‘not raised the amount of 
money required to fill the hole left by 
the reduction of the tariff duties, esti- 
mated at about $100,000,000, and the 
coming process will now begin with 
a view to adding to the total amount 
to be collected beginning June 1. 

Persons suspected of not making a 
return will be visited gnd interviewed,

Psychology of the Piay. 

John D. Barry of San Francisco, 
essayist, dramatic critic and play- 
writer, addressed Ebel] Monday after- 
noon on “The Principles of Play 
Construction.” He was scheduled to 
speak on Maeterlinck—as writer and 
man-—-and it was togbe en illustrated 
lecture, but, unfortunately. a lot of 
the slides, through careless packing 
or transportation, got «mashed an 
so Barry substituted the above lec- 
ture, which was well worth while even 
if the disciples of Maeter!inck were a 
bit disappointed. By the time the 
lecture was over they were ready to 
admit that Maeterlinck could well 
wait till some other time. 

Barry speaks in a mild, conversa- 
tional tone—eometimes a bit too low- 
voiced to reach the back rows. He 
diagnosed the drama of today as com- 
pared with that of a gencration ago— 
or even haif a dozen years ago— 
when such a play as, say, “Damaged 
Goods” could not bave had even a 
hearing. Such is the psychology of 
our times now that these plays deal- 
ing with life and the human prob- 
lems of the day, have broken down 
the old, conventional ideas when ro- 
mance held the boards. 

Ibsen broke down the convention- 
alities of the drama when he turned 
from his great big poetic productions 
to the themes of everyday life and 
showed the world that the human 
problems are the great, big things of 
life. Other giants followed in thes 
way that he had blazed.

‘Yes,” he replied, ‘I have the 
nerve—but no one else has.’ Finally, 
with the support of medical associa- 
tions and influential backing the play 
was produced in New York—for one 
night. It required superior human 
courage to resist fashion and con- 
ventionality—only two or three years 
ago—by attempting such a play. Now 
‘Damaged Goods’ is being played al! 
over the country by several com- 
panies on the road. The significance 
of things, is what the new drama is 
trying to teach us.”

AMERICAN TRACK STARS 
RETURN FROM ANTIPODES.

AN FRANCISCO, March 31. — 

With four Australasian and seven- 

teen State records to their credit, 
the four athletes comprising the a!!- 
American track team arrived here to- 
Gay on the steamer Wilhelmina, in 
perfect condition and ready to com- 
pete again in ten days. Although the 
men participated in twenty-one field 
days during a thirteen weeks’ tour of 
the Antipodes, and did their own 
training and conditioning, they de- 
clared they felt as fresh as when they 


started. 

Among the records brought home 
was one in the mile run made by 
James A. Power of the Boston Ath- 
letic Aasociation the day before the 
team ieft for America. Running on 
a erase track, with an extra yard 
tacked on to each lap, Power covered 
the distance in 4m. 18 2-5a., breaking 
Alfred Shrub’s mark of nine years 
standing. This is said to be the best 
time for the distance ever made by 
an American athlete on soll, 
and is significant because of Power's 
difficulty in getting into form earlier 
in the tour. 

TEAM CHAMPS. 

Aside from the individual perform- 
ances, the Americans won the team 
championships of Australasia and 
New South Wales. In the latter meet 
they won seven of the twelve events

But they 
thought they would comply as close- 
ly as possible with local sentiment so 
they named the postoffice “Tophet.”

The fires were almost con- 
tinuous, and hence Tophet came to 
s‘gnify heil or a place of endless per- 
dition. Many postoffice names are 
duplicated, but Weet Virginia boasts 
of having the only Tophet in the land.

BEFORE COURT. 


Question Whether Bank May Re- 
cover After Money Is Paid Out. 
Error Is Discovered and the Sum 
Ie Taken from the Person Draw- 
ing It at the Bank. 


There ts something new in every 
lawsuit tried, and yesterday Judge 
Works got one which involves wheth- 
er or not a bank is entitled to recover 
after money has been paid out, an 
error discovered and the sum paid is 
taken from the person drawing it at 
the bank. The case was submitted. 

The suit to recover $300 from the 
Central National Bank paid to Mrs. 


Frances Holland by J. A. Brewer, pay- 
ing teller. and later taken from her, | 


was brought by J. W. Vickers, who 


held her assigned claim. Brewer i& 
named one of the defendants. 

Mrs. Holland recetved a check for 
$300 from E. F. Hunt in a business 
deal. She went to the Central Na- 
tional Bank to cash it; was told the 
check was good, but that she woukd 
have to wait until 10 o'clock, the 
banking hour. 

Brewer gave her the money when 
she again presented the check and 
learned from her tha§ she intended to 
deposit the money at the Security 
Trust and Sevings Bank. After she 
had gone Brewer said, in so many 
words: “By crickety, there's a stop 
order here, and I forgot about it.” 

He left the bank in pursuit of Mrs. 
Holland, finding her in line among the 
depositors of the Security Bank. 
There is a slight variation in the testi- 
mony at this point. Mrs. Holland 
said that Brewer took the money, say- 
ing he wanted to count it, then tell- 
ing her a mistake had been made and 
asking her to accompany him to the 
bank. 

Brewer said he told her a mistake 

had been made, but that she handed 
him the money. At the bank Mr-s. 
Holland had an interview with one of 
the officers and learned of the stop 
order. 
There does not appear to be on the 
statutes a case in point where a bank 
official gets the money from the per- 
son after leaving the bank.

DRAFTING AMENDMENT 
TO AID CONSOLIDATION. 


ANDS ACROSS THE STATE” 
might be an appropriate de- 
cription of the meeting of the 
City Council, as a committee of the 
whole yesterday forenoon, with rep- 


resentatives of San Francisco and 
Oakland to launch the movement for 


a city and county consolidation 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion. 


Counctiman Conwell, who was the 
originator of the movement in Los 
Angeles that has brought about this 
conference between representatives of 
California's three leading cities, was 
made chairman, and briefly stated the 
situation. 

Then followed short addresses from 
City Attorney Long of San Francisco, 
City Attorney Woolner of Oakland, 
and City Attorney Stephens of Los 
Angeles, each outlining the attitude 
desired by each city, in order that | 
they may individually carry out their 
plans for enlargement of territory. 


Each of the northern representa- 
tives expressed the willingness of the 
cities they represented to join with 
Los Angeles in the advocacy of an 
amendment that will be broad enough 
in its scope to allow for the territorial 
expension of any of the trio. 

A. A. Dennison, secretary of the 
Oakland Chamber of Commerce, de- 
clared that while Oakland would 
willingly aid its sister cities In their 
aspirations, it takes the position that 
there must be no encroachment of any 
city across county boundary lines; 
that this position ig taken for its own 
safety and in order to carry out its 
own ambitions, 

At the conclusion of the conference 
the three city attorneys were ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution 
and they met yesterday afternoon to 
outline this work. They will hold a 
further conference on the subject to- 


day.
